Passed by Senate 


Measure Provides for 
Regulation of Packing 
Industry by Secretary of 
Agriculture.

Bill Now Goes to Confer- 

ence to Adjust Differ- 
ences Before Final En- 
actment. 


Washington, June 17.—The long 
fight in congress over legislation to 
regulate the packing industry was 
virtually ended today through adop- 
tion by the senate 45 to 21. of the 


' regulatory bill recently passed by 


the house. Several amendments by 
the senate necessitate return of the 
bill to the house which probably 
will order it sent to conference. 

Passage of the house bill came 
after seven days of continuous and 
heated debate and after the senate 
had veted down the bill reported 
by its agriculture committee and 
a measure offered by Senator Ster- 
ling, republican, South Dakota. The 
house bill as passed provides for 
regulation of the meat packers of 
the country by the secretary of ag- 
riculture. The agriculture commit- 
tee bill, which provided for regula- 
tion by a live stock commissioner, 
was rejected 37 to 34 yesterday and 
today was defeated again 34 to 31. 
The Sterling bill, which provisions 
similar to the committee measure, 
except for regulation by the federal 
trade commission, went down to de- 
feat 33 to 31. 

The house bill on the final roll 
call was supported by 27 republic- 
ans and 28 democrats and opposed 
by 15 republicans and 6 democrats. 

The more important amendments 
made by the senate included one 
by Senator Kenyon, republican, 
lowa, requiring packers and stock- 
vard operators to keep such rec- 
ords and statements of account as 
the secretary of agriculture may re- 
quire and authorizing the secretary 
to prescribe uniform methods of ac- 
counting and to examine business 
methods. 


Insertion of this amend- | 


ment was described by packer reg-: 
ulation forces as having “put teeth | 


in the house bill.” Another amend- | 
ment adopted is designed to re- 
move the small butcher from the 
regulation, 

The bill as passed forbids the 
packers to engage in unfair or de- 
ceptive devices or practices, to ap- 
portion the supply by inter-dealing 
to restrain commerc® or create mo- 
nopoly, or to manipulate prices by 
inter-dealing. It also prohibits 
atockyard operators from harging 
unreasonable rates or engaging in 
deceptive practices. 

The house bill during the debate 
in the genate generally was de- 


scribed as less drastic than the ag- 
riculture committee and Senator La- 
Follette, republican, Wisconsin, 
charged that it had been written 
in part by the packers. The Wis- 
consin senator voted for the house 
bill on the final roll call and later 
explained that the Kenyon and other 
amendments had made it more ac- 
ceptable.

STATE RAIL BOARD 
AUTHORITY UPHELD 
BY FEDERAL COURT 


Commission Declared to 
Have Right to Review 
Contracts Entered Into 
-by Phone Companies. 


INJUNCTION PETITION . 
REFUSED BY JUDGES 


Southern Bell Objected 
to Enforcement of Order 
Altering Division of Tel- 
ephone Tolls. 


The Georgia railroad commission 
not only has authority to make tel- 
ephone rates, but is vested with 
the authority to review contracts 
entered into between telephone 
companies. This was the substance 
of an opinion handed down yester- 
day by the United States court for 
the northern district of Georgia on 
the injunction petition of the South- 
ern Bell Telephone company, which 
sought to hold up an order of the 
commission in reference to a con- 
tract with the Montezuma _ Tele- 
phone company. 

Th ecase was heard by Judge A. 
C. King, of the circuit court, and 
District Judges Henry D. Clayton 
and Samuel Sibley. The opinion 
was written by Judge Sibley and 
concurred in by both Judge King 
and Judge Clayton. 

The Southern Bell objected to the 
enforcement of an order of the com- 
misSion, which altered the division 
of telephone tolls as_ previously 
fixed by contract between the tele- 
phone companies and sought an in- 
junction by questioning the author- 
ity of the commission. 

Decision of Judges. 


In rendering the decision Judge 
Sibley said in reference to the com- 
mission’s authority: “It is claimed 
that the dispute was not one over 
which the commission had power, 
in that it involved not a joint rate 
and its division, but the compen- 
sation for a local service rendered 
by the Montezuma company to the 
Bell company which might be fixed 
by private contract, and in which 
the public had no interest. 

“In this case, if no alteration of 
the agreed division were allowed, 
the burden of expense might have 
terminated the service on the part 
of the Montezuma company, or even 
caused the failure of the company. 
And the allowance to it of a larger 
share from the present rate might 
involve the necessity of ultimately 
raising the rate in order to suffi- 
ciently compensate the Bell com- 
pany. 

“So while it may seem that the 
public had no interest in the mere 
division of an uncontested rate with 
the result that when alone at- 
tempted it would be without the 
functions of a rate commission, yet 
on closer examination it will appear 
so intimately involved with the rates 
themselves as to be _ inseparable 
from them and so of public concern. 

No Question Raised 

“That the commission understood 
it was passing upon the division of 
a joint rate is sufficiently shown by 
the caption of the order and the

The meeting of the presidents was 
called by Mrs. Charles H. Morris 
and was held at 10 o'clock Friday 
morning at 82 West Peachtree street. 

Awaken Motherhood. 


It was decided to put the strength 
of the mothers, through the Par- 
ent-Teacher associations, back of 
this movement. “No organization is 
so far-reaching,” said Mrs. Morris.

Americans Forced 
Into Greek Army, 
Consul Declares 


BACK TAXES BRING 
GEORGIA BIG SUM 


State Will Get Certified 
Check for $45,000 Today 
and More Money Will Be 


Paid in Near Future. 
\ 


With the announcement that on 
Saturday he will present a certi- 
fied check for $45,000 as the state's 
portion of a collection of $162,000 
of buck taxes owed by legal resi- 
dents coming here from other 
states, Tax Commissioner Henry J. 
Fullbright, Special Tax Investiga- 
tor J. F. Roberts declared Friday 
night that in addition to this 
amount he has properties valued 
at $700,000 in process of being 
closed and collected. 

These items are the first final 
settlemenfs on a chain of estates 
which Mr. Roberts began some time 
ago investigating and which he 
finds aggregate at least $77,000,000 
in taxable values for the period of 
back taxes for which collections can 
legaHy be made. 

The story is a peculiarly interest- 
ing one, aside from tire fact that 
funds are beginning to pour into 
the state treasury, at the time of 
its most stringent financial period, 
money that will be used to relieve 
a pressing condition, 

Five and a half months ago Mr. 
Roberts first obtainea information 
in regard to certain very wealthy 
citizens in Georgia whose names he 
failed‘to find on any tax books in 
the state. Making investigation 
over a large field, he verified the 
fact that these people were, on their 
own motion, qualified citizens of 
Georgia. That work took him into 
Maine, to Philadelphia, Pittsburg, 
New York, and tnto Wisconsin and 
Ohio. 

Bringing to gether the various 
threads developed in this investi- 
gation, Mr. Roberts, operating’ out 
of Thomas county, finally brought 
down to a basis of. settlement 
claimd against two large estates 
for $90,000 in back taxes and $72,- 
000 in back taxes, ad valorem, In 
the past few days these claims were 
settled with the management of 
these two estates, and the checks, 
totalling $162,000, were drawn in the 
name of Special Agent Roberts. 

During the past two days repre- 
sentatives of the counties inyolved 
came to Atlanta and settlement and 
division with the state of the funds 
was arranged for, and the final pay- 
ment of these funds into the treas- 
uries of the counties and the state 
will be effected Saturday. 

It is shown, also, that these col- 
lections are hut the beginning of 
others that are bound to be ef- 
fected in rapid order and that Mr. 
Roberts will proceed to settle those 
other claims, aggregating $700,000 
more, : 

Another feature is the fast that, 
growing out of the investigation, 
Mr. Roberts has worked up data to 
show that these is due the state 
of Georgia at this time a total un- 
paid inheritance tax of $1,152,594.43, 
all of which, when collected—as- 
suming it will all be collected, as 
developments indicate it will be— 
will go into the~ state treasury. 
These items, says Mr. Roberts, do 
not include several other estate 
properties, for ad valorem taxes, 
which will undoubtedly run at least 
three times as large as those items 
now settled or in immediate proc- 
ess of settlement. 


SMALL FORTUNE. 
IN BOOZE SEIZED 


Big Haul Is Made at 
Downtown Hotel and 
Two Stills Are Raided 
in College Park. 


Checking the northward flow of 
ed liquor and the local flow of 
white lightnin’, raiding parties Fri- 
day afternoon and Friday night cap- 
tured a small fortune in whisky, two 
good-sized stills and three prison- 
ers. Both city and county police 
participated in the captures. 

The first raid unearthed a com- 
plete distilling plant in‘the base- 
ment of a residence on Mercer ave- 
nue, one of College Park’s fashion- 
able residence streets. Two stills 
were fn actual operation. A young 
man was placed under arrest at 
the stills. 

. County officers, who made the ar- 
rest, declined to divulge his name, 
and late Friday night the prisoner 


had not been placed in the Tower. 


Neany 150 gallons of corn whisky 
and a large quantity of corn mash 
in various stages ‘of fermentation 
was confiscated. 

The stills were raided by County 
Policemen Cates, Baker, Head, Peas 
cock and others. A large truck was 
commandeered by the officers to 
haul the apparatus and whisky to 
the courthouse, where it will be 
stored pending trial of the young 
man under arrest. e

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U. S. Representative at 
Smyrna Enters Vigorous 
Protest Against Outrages 
Perpetrated by Greeks. 


U. S. WAR VETERANS 
PRESSED INTO RANKS 


Citizens Arrested and 
Thrown Into Jail When 
They ae 
and Papers Confiscated: 


Smyrna, June 17.—American citi- 
zens are being impressed into the 
Greek army by agents of the Athens 
government, and George Horton, 
United States consul-general, here, 
has made a vigorous protest to 
Governor-General Steriades against 
the continuance of the practice. For 
many months past, Americans, even 
men who served in the army in 
France, have been forcibly taken 
from their homes or from vessels 
arriving from the United States, and 
compelled to join the Greek forces. 

There have been scores of such 
cases in Athens, Smyrna, Patras 
and Saloniki, and only those , able 
to escape and get into communica- 
tion with American consular offi- 
cers have obtained redress. In 
many instances they have been 


‘stripped of their clothing and their 


passports and other papers have 
been confiscated. When they have 
protested, it is ,charged that they 
have been handcuffed, thrown into 
jails and mistreated. 

Consul-General Horton declares 
this action by the Greek authorities 
is in flagrant violation of existing 
agreements between the United 
States and Greece, granting mili- 
tary exemption to persons natural- 
ized as American citizens prior to 
February 1, 1914, and those who 
although naturaiized ,since’ that 
time -have served with the Ameri- 
can army or navy. 

One cuse is cited as typical] of 
many. Private James Raftel, of 
New York city, who was cited 
for bravery in the Argonne cam- 
paign and who has been receiving 
a disabilty allowance of $50 a 
month from the United States gov- 
ernment, was recéntly arrested by 
Greek authorities at Mitylene. He 
came to Greece as an American citi- 
zen to be married, but was brought 
to Smyrna under guard. He es- 
caped surveillance and appealed to 
the American consul-general here, 
whose energetic action resulted tn 
the man’s immediate release. Kaf- 
tel is now returning to New York 
city with his wife. 

Governor-General Steriades has 
repeatedly promised to remedy the 
situation and has repudiated the 
action of minor Greek officials in 
detaining American citizens, but de- 
spite his efforts arrests of Ameri- 
cans continue., Mr. Horton has an: 
pealed to Washington to make a 
peremptory demand upon the Greek 
government to discontinue’ this 
breach of the agreement existing 
between the .two countries. 


WASHINGTON 
BELITTLES REPORTS. 
Washington, June 17.—Informal 
representations against the impress- 
ment of naturalized American citi- 
zens into the Greek army have been 
made to the Greek government by 
the American legation at Athens. 
The matter also has been called 
to the attention of the Greek lega- 


tion here, but it was said today at 


the state department that because 
of what appeared to be a sincere 
desire of the Greek government to

Dangling by Neck 
OnHangman’sRope 
Lives 20 Minutes 


Birbiglia Retains Conscious- 
ness After Trap Is Sprung, 
Then Strangles Self. 


New Orleans, La., June 17.—Felix 
J. Birbiglia, executed with Charles 
J. Zalenka today for the murder of 
Mrs. Bertha Neason, strangled 
himself to death after hanging 
conecious more than twenty min- 
utes, prison Officials admitted to- 
night. 

At the time set for the first exe- 
cution, the hangman pulled the 
wrong lever. Birbigia squirmed in 
the noose, but the trap did not 
drop. Then the other lever was 
pulled and the condemned man, with 
the Knot of the rope on his chin, 
fell through. Although momentarily 
stunned by the fall, he soon re- 
gained consciousness and began 
making responses to the priest who 
stood beside his reciting the offices 
for the dead. 

This conversation continued for 
fifteen minutes. Then the youth re- 
newed hie formé¢r appeals for mercy, 
finally becoming frantic and, in the 
opinion of Coronor Joseph O'Hara, 
shifted the weight of his body in 
such a manner that strangulation 
resulted. The body was not cut 
down until thirty-nine minutes after 
the trap had sprung. 

Zalenka’s neck was broken and 
the seven Official witnesses agreed 
that his death was almost painless.

FAILURE TO ENFORCE 
AUTO LAWS CHARGED 


Total Auto License Re- 
ceipts for 1921 Are $220,- 
552.45 Less Than Money 
Collected During 1920: 


Declaring that the total motor ve- 
hicle license receipts for the first 
five months in 1921 are $220,522.45 
less than during the same period 
in 1920, Secretary of State S. Guyt 
McLendon has addressed a state- 
ment to all members of the genera] 
assembly to the effect that fifteen 
or twenty sheriffs in Georgia “have 
forgotten the oath of office they 
took, and are falling down shame- 
fully on the job.” 

In this connection, it is also inter- 
esting to note that because of the 
states’s financial condition, Comp- 
troller-General William A. Wright 
requested all solicitors-genera] Fri- 
day to take whatever action is nec- 
essary to have sheriffs in delin- 
quent counties to execute tax fi. 
fas. which have been delivered to 
them since December: 20, 1921. 

The total automobile license re- 
ceipts for the first five months of 
1920 were $1,783,707.75, while the 
figures for the same period of this 
year are $1,563,185.30. It is charged 
that the sheriffs are allowing old 
licenses to be used, The secretary 
of state yses the figures and calls 
attention to the need of a number 
of amendments to the present law, 
stating that he will discuss these 
with the representatices when they 
arrive in Atlanta for the session. 

Changes Are Certain. 

Regarding changes in the law, It 
is practically certain that a num- 
ber of amendments will be intro- 
duced this summer. Some of the 
legislators take the position that 
the tax on trucks of large tonnage 
is too great, while decreases on 
smaller cars are also desired. 

“Having made my race on this 
issue, to some extent,” said Rep- 
resentative Edward L Reagan, of 
Henry county, in a statement to The 
Constitution, “J.am in favor of the 
repeal of the present automobile li- 
cense law. The tax is too high.” 

“Automobiles are now a necessi- 
ty. They are used so largely for 
business purposes that the levying 
of this large tax upon them ig the 
placing of a heavy burden on the 
means of making a living, and falls 
the heaviest on the poor man. 

“The tax,” he continued, “should 
be collected in each county and ap- 
plied to public roads therein by 
the county authorities. I am in fa- 
vor of a new law imposing a small- 
er tax and having the revenue col- 
lected in each county and used on 
the roads therein.” 

Change is Proposed.

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LEAGUE ANXIOUS 
ABOUT U. 8. STAND 


Japanese Viscount, Pre- 
siding, ‘Announces He 
Will Postpone Action on 
Mandates Now Pending. 


Geneva, June 17.—The league of 
nations council, which convened 
here Friday, has sent a note to the 
allied powers informing them that 
the league refuses to approve the 
terms of the var mandates now 
pending until inf ale have reached 
an agreement with the @nited States 
on the mandates which America has 
protested. A copy of the note was 
handed American Ambassador Wal- 
lace. 

The action can be regarded as a 
conciliatory step toward the United 
States, first, because America has 
completely ignored the league and 
second, because Viscount Ishii, of 
Japan, is presiding. At the present 
session of the council, and Japan is 
anxious that the Yap question be 
settled. , 

The Harding policy to completely 
ignore the league, as announced by 
Ambassador Harvey in London, was 
regarded by members of the council 
as rather apparent when the coun- 
cil convened for the purpose of dis- 
posing of the mandates. 

It was then announced that no 
reply had been received from the 
United States in response to the note 
sent by the league in March, invit- 
ing America to send a representa- 
tive to present the viewpoint of the 


ae Stateg on the mandate ques- 
tion. 

The disposition of the mandates 
is regarded as an extremely press- 
ing matter, owing to the critical 
situations developing in some of the 
mandate territories. The British, in 
Palestine and Mesopotamia, as well 
as the French in Syria, are now 
obliged to maintain a virtual mili- 
tary dictatorship pending the ap- 
proval of the mandate awards. 
Meanwhile the local populations are 
threatening revolution against the 
military regime because they were 
promised mandatory governments 
two years aga,

FFFORTS 10 QUST 
OMPERS GROWING 


Mine Workers’ Leader 
Establishes Headquar- 
ters and *Workers Are 
Active in His Support. 


Denver, Colo. June 17.—The 
American Federation of Labor in 
convention today unanimously 
pledged its support to the packing 
house workers of the country in 
their fight against further wage re- 
ductions. 

Interest in whether John Lewis, 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers, would oppose President Samuel 
Gompers for re-election, continued 
at high pitch today. 

Lewis continued to maintain si- 
lence, but it was learned he had es- 
tablished headquarters at a local 
hotel, where representatives of the 
mine workers from all sections of 
the country were gathering. Prac- 
tically all the executive board mem- 
bers of the organization were re- 
ported to be in the city. 

Lewis boomers were active 
throughout the day canvassing the 
various delegations, but owing to 
the strict secrecy being maintained 
it was impossible to get any accu- 
rate estimate as to the probable vot- 
ing strength that had been mustered 
by the mine workers’ force. 3 

That the mine workers’ delega- 
tion is split on the candidacy of 
Lewis was learned tonight when 
Frank Farrington, president of the 
Illinois district of mine workers, 
announced he would not support the 
miners’ chief. He also declared that 
two other delegates were against 
Lewis and would cast their votes 
against him if he decided to run. 

An interesting sidelight on the 
possible election contest developed 
today with the arrival of J. B. 
Clinedinst, of Newport News, Va., 
representing the Virginia state fed- 
eration of labor. 

He said he had been sent here by 
his federation to cast its single vote 
for Mr. Gompers. 

The Virginia federation, Clinedinst 
said, originally decided to not send 
a delegate because of the expense. 
When newspaper reports 
the _ organization's officials that 
Gompers might be opposed, he said, 
“they instructed me to reach Den- 
ver as quickly as possible with the 
lone vote of Virginia.” 

The federation also received a 
message from the Washington, D. 
C., central labor council urging the 
re-election of President Gompers as 
a reply to the “outside influences 
that are attempting to disrupt the 
labor movement and endeavoring 
to undermine and destroy ‘its lead- 
ers.” 


Harding Lisiine 
Plans Not Ready, 
Reports Indicate 


Washington, June 17.—Hamilton 
Holt’s letter calling on President 
Harding to disclose his plans for 
an association of nations to replace 
the league has failed to draw any 
reply from the administration, and 
indications are that none will be 
made, at least for the present. 

Mr. Holt headed the pro-league 
republicans during the campaign. 
It was said at the white house to- 
day that his open letter made pub- 
lic in New York yesterday had not 
been received. Further than that 
Officials refused to comment. 

The impression was permitted to 
go out, however, that if President 
Harding replies to the letter he 
will not enter intuv any detailed dis- 
cussion and that so far as the ad- 
ministration is concerned the asso- 
ciation of nations idea is for the 
present in an indefinite status, as 
the administration desires first a 
definite settlement of peace and a 
restoration of stable conditions in 
Europe. 

Some persons in the confidence of 
the administration said today that 
progress of a preliminary charac- 
ter on the plans for the proposed 
association had been made and that 
at least one draft of a plan had 
been made by an eminent authority 
on international law at the request 
of President Harding. The presi- 
dent, these people say, has not ap- 
proached the point of giving ap- 
proval to anything final, and the 
indications are against any interna- 
tional negotiations on the subject 
in the immediate ftiture. 

One draft of the association plan, 
prepared at the president’s request, 
is understood to be constructed 
about the principle of a world court 


and an international conference for 
the discussion of questions likely 
to lead to war. Thig was the prin- 
ciple advocated by Mr. Harding dur- 
ing his campaign, There are no out- 
ward indications that he has chang- 
ed his position. 

Both white house and state de- 
partment officials continued to de- 
cline to reveal what specific steps 
the president has in mind to carry 
out such a policy. Although the 
president’s first address to congress 
was interpreted by some ag favor- 
ing ratification of the Versailles 
treaty with broad reservations there 
is as yet no indications that he 
is preparing to resubmit the treaty 
to the senate. 3 

On the contrary the indications 
are that Mr. Harding is developing 
his international policy step Dy 
step and does not care for the pres- 
ent to commit himself beyond the 
phase of the process, which the ad- 
ministration embraced in enact-

Irish Office Announces 
Failure of Guns to Ar- 
rive Will Cripple Fall 
Campaign. 


THREE U. S. AGENCIES 
TO PROBE OWNERSHIP 


Careful Investigation of 
All Facts to Be Made 
Before Further Steps 
Are Taken. 


London, June 17.—The entire fall 
military campaign of the Irish re- 
publican army for which elaborate 
plans has been made, has been se- 
riously embarrassed, if not actually 
frustrated by the seizure of the ma- 
chine guns which were faken off 
the pier near the steamship East 
Side, clearing for Dublin, at Ho- 
boken, N. J.. Wednesday night, ac- 
cording to ‘the Irish office. The 
campaign depended on the arrival 
of the arms. 

The next move in the exposure of 
gun running to Ireland is up to 
Washington, it-is declared at the 
Irish office, where analogy is seen 
between the present Sinn Fein cam- 
paign and the famous Alabama case 
of the civil war. It is confidently 
believed that the American gov- 
ernment will take strong action. 

General Thompson, late of the 
United States army, inventor of the 
gun, when seen by a correspondent 
of the United News refused, to com- 
ment, saying: “For the present I 
shall say nothing.” 

It is understood that W. Morgan, 
sales manager of the Auto Ordnance 
corporation, said to be the manu- 
facturer of the uns, has been in- 
terviewed by Sir Basil Thompson, 
As to the deal 
whereby the guns geized in Hobo- 
ken got into the possession of the 
men who put them aboard the East 
Side, Morgan declared he knew 
nothing. 

The British authorities are tak- 
ing steps to effect closer co-opera- 
tion with the United States author- 
ities to tighten up on the. rebel 
sources of armament in America, 
which is said to have been the 
principal base of supplies. 

The Irish office has received cop- 
les of seized documents purporting 
to have been issued by the Sinn 
Fein parliament, directing Irishmen 
in the British Isles to refrain from 
recording themselves in the Brit- 
ish census. 

U. S. ATTORNEY 
IN CHARGE. 

New York, June 17.— Assistant 
United States Attorney Isaac Cross 
tonight asserted that circumstances 
surrounding the discovery of nearly 
five hundred machine guns aboard 
the steamer East Side at Hoboken 
last Tuesday indicated they were 
intended for use against a friendly 
nation and that’ therefore their 
presence was unlawful. 

Mr. Gross, by Direction of Attor- 
ney-General Daugherty, today as- 
sumed charge of the investigation 
now being conducted by three fed- 
eral agencies into ownership of the 
munitions aboard the steamer. Re- 
ports had ~ reached government 
agents that the arms were intended 
for delivery in Ireland. 

Mr. Gross said a careful investiga- 
tion would be made of all eircum- 
stances connected with the discov- 
ery, and, if the facts warranted, 
they would be put before the proper 
tribunal.

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Viaduct Repairs 


|A reBeingR ushed| 


Three big eteel girders, eaten 
through as if an acetylene torch had 
done the work, are being removed 
fr the under-etructure of the 
Forbyth etreet viaduct, which is un- 
dergoing repairs, and 9%,000-pound 
girders are being swung into their 


places. 
The steel couldn’t withstand the 
constant biting of hot cinderg and 


the gasses thrown up from the 
smoke stacks of locomotives pas- 


sing beneath. The girders were 
painted again and again to protect 
them, but the hot ‘cinders bored 
their way through this coating and 
renewed their action on the steel 
itself, aided by the damaging gases. 

Because the railroad tracks at 
this point run nearly parallel under 
the three girders they received the 
brunt of the subterranean attacks 
and deteriorated more rapidly than 
the other supports. 

City Engineer C. E. Kauffman said 
Friday that most of the other gir- 
ders are damaged more or less, and 
some of them will have to be re- 
moved later. 

The first of the new girders was 
hoisted into place Friday morning. 
It was stated by the city engineer, 
who is directing the work, that by 
the middle of next week the steel 
construction ought to be finished. 
The pavement and street car tracks 
will then have to be replaced. Re- 

airs on the bridge are being made 

y the F. E. Golian company, con- 
tractors. 

The entire job, it is estintated, 
will cost approximately $12,000 and 
the city will pay the whole sum. 
The city owns the car tracks on the 
viaduct and consequently will have 
to finance the entire cost of the 
repairs, including the repaving. 

Work is being rusred as rapidly 
as possible in order that this portion 
of Forsyth street may be reopened 
to traffic, which has been diverted 
to other downtown thoroughfares, 
adding greatly to the already con- 
gested condition.

Atlanta Is Below 
Normal Rainfall 
Three Months 


One of those peculiar local dis- 
turbances, which even the weather 
bureau is at a loss to fully explain, 
caused the preeipitation that fell on 
Atlanta last Wednesday. That is 
what Forecaster von Herrmann said 
Friday, and added that, as far as 
meteorological indications go, At- 
lanta has slipped into another 
drouth., 

So far, June fs 2.76 inches below 
normal in the amount of rainfall. 
May was under normal, and so was 
April. The only precipitation regis- 
tered in June was last Wednesday, 
when 1.10 inches of rain fell. The 
rainfall in May was 1.75 inches, a 
deficiency of 1. inches, and April 
Prnta, below the average .32 of an 
nch. 

The wettest June on record was 
in 1912, when it rained on the 
slightest provocation or no provo- 
cation at all, and 11.21 taahan of 
water poured down on the city. 

Middle Georgia tis drier than 
either north or south Georgia, said 
Mr. von Herrmann, but no drastic 
harm to crops has been reported. 

The forecast for Georgia is part- 
ly° cloudy today and continued 
warm, 

General conditions are reported 
as follows: 

“Fine,. cléar weather _prevails 
again over the entire cotton belt, 
with very light showers at only a 
few widely-sepdrated stations. Tem- 
peratures are becoming higher 
again throughout the central valley, 
reaching 80 degrees at 7 a. m. as 
far north as Chicago. The disturb- 
ances in the far west are not ac- 
companied by mucn precipitation. 
Fair weather with rather high tem- 
peratures likely to continue.”

The negro population, which was 
1,176.987 in 1910, increased to 1,- 
206.365 in 1920, a gain of 2.5 per 
cent. The white population during 
the decade increased from 1,431.80 
to 1,689,114, or 18 per cent. 

Negroes in 1920 comprised 41.7 
per cent of Georgia’s total popula- 
tiqn, compared with 45.1 per cent 
in 1910. 

The census bureau also announc- 
ed that in 1920 there were 325,- 
838 persons ten years of age and 
over in Georgia unable to write, 


a decrease in illiteracy. from 20.7 
per = Pei ey per cent. Of this 
number 115 were negroes an 
67,657 whites.

While 
perhaps we have not done ali we 
might, still the record of our state 
is very creditable. What critics 
frequently forget is the fact that 
before 1865 it was not legal to edu- 
cate the negro. We had to begin 
at that time, with half our popula- 
tion, nearly a mililion, illiterates. 

“In 1870 this, together with the 
fact that the civil war for the ten 
years previous prevented school] op- 
erations, caused us to reach our 
lowest point of illiteracy, 27 per 
cent white illiterates, 95 per cent 
colored; in 1880 this was reduced 
to 22 per cent white, 80 per cent 
colored. 1890, 18 per cent white, 62 
per cent colored; 1900, 11.5 per cent 
white, 50 per cent colored; 1910, 7.8 
per cent white, 36.5 per cent col- 
ored. The showing in 1920, 4 per 
cent white and 13.3 per cent colored 
illiterates, is something to be proud

turing conntry as England. 

With spot values in the south at about 
the lowest of the season and for the st 
five years, trade buying Is likely to continue 
for ture. requirements, especially as - 
ners of the world are aware of the fact

PAR CLEARANCE 
HEARING IS SET 
FOR WEDNESDAY 


Richmond, Va., June 17.—Judge 
Webb, of the United States district 
court for the western district of 
North Carolina, has set next Wed- 
nesday morning at 10 o'clock in 
Charlotte, N, C., for hearing the 
argument on the constitutionality 
of the statute which prohibits North 
Carolina state banks from honoring 
checks presented from without the 
State through the par-clearance sys- 
tem of the Federal Reserve bank of 
Richmond. 

The hearing also will involve a 
motion to remand the case to the 
North Carolina state courts. The 
North Carolina law provides that a 
minimum charge of 10 cents be de- 
ducted for service from the payment 
of all checks sent in frem outside 
the state. This is reported to have 
disrupted the par-clearance opera- 
tion of the Federal Reserve bank 
of Richmond in North Carolina, and 
resulted in considerable inconve- 
nience to many lines of activity 
here doing business in North Caro- 
lina. The Federal Reserve bank of 
Richmond does not honor checks 
for the North Carolina state banks, 
which are parties to the suit. num- 
bering more than 200 of the 509 
hanking institutions chartered un- 
der the Jaws of that state.

New York, June 17.—A bag con- 
taining dynamite, 30 feet of fuse 
and blasting caps, today was 
brought into the Bridge Plaza court 
in Brooklyn as evidence that Jacob 
Splevach and Abraham Server had 
been found with burglars’ supplies 
in their possession. 

When the prosecutor directed an 
expert on combustibles to see if the 
fuse fitted the caps, Magistrate 
Geismar took a hand in proceed- 
ings.

Washington, D. C., June 1i1.—( By 
Constitution Leased Wire).—*“The 
president told me that he is with 
me on everytning I do,” Chairman 
Fordney of the house ways and 
means committee today was quoted 
as saying following an _ interview 
with President Harding on the tar- 
iff bill, especially as it affects the 
lumber tariff. 

President Harding will stand 
back of the permanent tariff bill 
as drafted by the republican mem- 
bers of the house ways and means 
committee, Chairman Fordney of 
the committee, declared last night 
after his talk with the president. 

The conference resulted from an 
interview obtained by members of 
the Minnesota congressional delega- 
tion with the presiaent earlier in 
the week to protest against the duty 
on finished lumber as incorporated 
in the bill. now under preparation. 
At that time Mr. Harding promised 
to consult with Representative 
Fordney relative to the matter. 

While Mr. Fordney would not dis- 
cuss just what the president said 
to him with reference to the duty 
on lumber, he made it plain that 
he expected no ‘trouble from the 
white house on that score. 

“The president told me that he is 
with me on everything I do,” said 
Mr, Fordney. 

The ways and means committee 
chairman informed Mr. Harding that 
he hoped to feport the tariff bil) 
to the house next week 


Britain to Reject 
All Anti-American 
Pacts Proposed 


London, June 17.—Austen Cham- 
berlain, government leader in the 
house of commons, declared in the 
house thie afternoon with regard 
to the renewal of the Anglo-Japan- 
ese treaty: 

“Although I do not wish to pre- 
judge the action of the imperial con- 
ference, it is right to say at once 
that we shall be. no party to any 
alliance directed against America. 
or under which we can be called to 
act against America.” 

Mr. Chamberlain made this state- 
ment during debate on the agenda 
for the forthcoming imperial con- 
ference, 

“I think it will be found pos- 
sible,” he continued, “to reconcile 
our desire for a perfect understand- 
ing and a close co-operation with 
the people of the United States and 
the continuance of our close and 
intimate friendship with an _ ally 
who acted so loyally on the accasion 
when the alliance became operative 
and rendered such valuable support 
to the empire during the war.” 

“Surely, it must be the object 


of any British cabinet,” he contin- 
ued, “to secure such confidence, 
such an underetanding and such co- 
operation among the great Pacific 
powers as may prevent that new 
competition in armaments of which 
mention has been made, and to se- 
cure the peace of that great ocean 
and the lands abutting upon it.” 

Mr. Chamberlain agreed to the ar- 
gument that the conditions Which 
necessitated the Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance had passed away, but said 
it was necessary to have regard to 
conditions in the future. 


FOUR MUST FACE 
TRIAL FOR “LEAKS” 
FROM U.S. COURT 


Washington, June 17.—Ashton R®. 
Embry, James Harwood Graves, 
Barnett F. Moses and E. Millard 
Mayer ,must go to trial on the 
eharge br conspiracy to defraud the 
Zovernment iin connection with 
“leaks’”’ in decisions of the United 
States supreme court. Justice 
Siddons, in the District of Colum- 
bia supreme court, overruled, to- 
day a demutrer filed by the defend- 
ants that the indictments as drawn 
did not charge a crime against the 
United States government. 

The case attracted widespread at- 
tention when charges were made 
more than a year ago that “leaks” 
had developed in certain offices of 
the staff of the supreme court of 
the United States and that the ad- 
vance information was used to in- 
fluence the stock market. An in- 
vestigation led to the arrest of 
Embry, who was a clerk in the 
office of Justice McKenna. and 
later Graves, an attorney in the de- 
partment of justice, was indicted. 
This was folowed by the arrest of 
Moses, a Washington lawyer, and 
Mayer, who was in business in Cin- 
cinntai for several years.

(The. following is issued by the 
committee on church co-operation:) 

Jésus of Nazareth was the great- 
est master of publicity that the 
world has ever Known. 

Results of the methods of this 
Man, whom men called “the carpen- 
ter,” nineteen hundred years ago, 
were seen this week in Atlanta. 
Representatives of His church met 
as a section of the Ad Men’s Club 
of the World. One of these repre- 
sentatives, Dr. Crowly Carroll, of 
Hamilton, Ohio, at the weekly meet- 
ing of the committee on church co- 
operation told the committee of the 
use of the wireless telephone in 
hjs church to carry the message to 
the sick and shut-in members on 
Sundays. 

Boy Scouts report for service and 
carry the telephones Sunday morn- 
ings to the homes of the members 
unable to come to the Hamilton 
church. Instruments are So arrang- 
ed in the church that the sermon, 
music and whole service may be 
shared over the wireless by those 
shut-in. Dr. Carroll told of a church 
in Pittsburg using the _ wireless. 
Their services are sometimes shared 
by persons over 1,000 miles away. 

Miraculous Growth. 


When this Jesus of Nazareth was 
crucified, He had only a handful of 
followers, chiefly peasants. Today 
as the result of the methods and 
spirit taught and imparted by Him 
to them 565,000,000 men, women and 
children, over one-third of the pop- 
ulation of the world, are known as 
members of His church. And this 
one-third called Christians, governs 
70 per cent of the people of the 
earth. Only 30 per cent of the na- 
tions are under non-Christian gov- 
ernments. 

And today practically every in- 
vention, the most modern such as 
the wireless, and the most efficient 
of business methods are being used! 
to promote the spread of the “King- 
dom of God. The committee on 
church co-operation is only one of 
these many methods. 

The econtmittee originated at a 
meeting of Atlanta ministers and 
laymen held April 17, 1911, at the 
old building of the Young Men’s 
Christian association in Pryor street. 
The late ex-Governor William J. 
Northen presided, and the first 
‘committee was selected and elected. 

Steady Work. 

Since that day, for over eleven 
years, With practically no excep- 
tions, the committee has met to- 
gether on Monday morning. Annual- 
ly its members have been elected 
bv the Evangelical Ministers’ asso- 
ciation of Atlanta, to which body 
the committee regularly makes its 
renorts. 

In 1916 the committee was named 
“The Committee on Chureh Co- 
operation.” to express the true pur- 
pose of the committee, namely, to 
co-ordinate and bring together for 
effective work the forces of the 
Protestant churches of Atlanta in 
those fields. where the denomina-

The commit- 
tee meets weekly regularly, while 
the council meets quarterly and at 
the call of the chairman. 

The Guiding Head. 

Both the committee and Christian 
Council report to the Evangelical 
Ministers’ association and. neither 
body has authority to bind anv in- 
dividual church by its act. Their 
power is purely advisory.

Work of Commissions. 


Each committee, with the excep- 
tion of the committee on publicity, 
heads a commission composed of 
members of the Christian Couacil 
and any other members whom each 
commission is authorized to add. 
Each commission is asked to make 
a study and survey of the subject 
assigned to the commission with a 
view to framing and recommending 
a policy to be adopted by the 
churches as to these subjects 
the city as a whole. 

An illustration of this was 
cently seen in the campaig 
evangelism in which more than 
thousand members were added to 
the churches of Atlanta. 

Another example is the move 
launched by the commission on 
civics for a revival of city civic 
consciousness, upon which suvject 
all of the ministers of Atlanta have 
been asked to preach Sunday, July 
3, the day before the Fourth. 

The negro churches of Atlanta at 
the suggestion of the white com- 
mittee, are organized along the 
same lines, having them separate 
committees, their committee on 
church co-operation reporting regu- 
larly to the white committee and 
conferring with them on matters 
vital to the welfare of both races. 

Atlanta Plan. 

This method of organization and 
conterence upon questions touching 
race relations has become Known 
throughout the United States as the 
Atlanta plan. The plan really nad

Cabinet Discusses Meth-|' 
od of Converting For- 
eign Debts Into Nego- 
tiable Securities.

Washington, June 17'—The ad- 
ministration is moving toward an 
early adjustment and refunding of 
the foreign loans which are owed 
the United States. Within the 
shortest possible time these loans, 
totaling ten billion dollars, wil] be 
placed on a definite negotiable ba- 
sis: 

Settlement of the loan question 
was the printipal topic of discus- 
sion at the cabinet meeting Friday. 
At the close of the meeting the 
importance with which the admin- 
istration views this subject was 
stated upon the highest authority, 
and an outline given of the steps 
which afe contemplated in solu- 
tion of the problem. 

Foreign loan adjustment, as dis- 
cussed by the cabinet, involves three 
leading factors—the granting of in- 
creased authority to Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon, negotiations 
with the European governments and 
the ability of this country to absorb 
the loans after they are converted 
into negotiable paper. 

Many Aspects. 

The loan situation is described 
as possessing many aspects. Con- 
sideration of the subject Friday 
arose through Secretary Mellon’s 
request that he be granted more 
explicit authority in making a séet- 
tlement, but it has been magnified, 
on repeated occasions, through the 
influences of America’s foreign 


loans upon her economic relations 
with the rest of the world, these 
influences have arisen in connec- 
tion with foreign trade, exchange 
rates, etc., and have prompted the 
Suggestion that America cannot re- 
lieve her domestic depression, or de- 
determine her national foscal poli- 
cy, until the loan situation is ad- 
justed. 

, All these factors have combined 
to stimulate the administration in 
_ efforts to clarify the loan mud- 

e, 

This will be done, first, by ask- 
ing congress to authorize the sec- 
retary of the treasury to take the 
loans out of their present indcfin- 
ite status and convert them into 
definite obligations. 

The loans at present are in the 
form of demand, promissory notes, 
without any provision for conver- 
sion’ and without any specific ar- 
rangements for payment of interest, 


or payment of principal at time of | 


maturity. 

Under the liberty loan acts, sec- 
retary Mellon has the authority, in 
some instances, to convert the loans 
into negotiable paper, but this au- 
thority does not extend over all the 
loans. 

Without increased authority be- 
stowed upon Mellon, it is expected 
that direct negotiations would be 
opened with the European povern- 
ments. No difficulty is expected, in 
this quarter, in arranging to con- 
vert the loans. 

Will Then Agree. 

An agreement with the debtors 
will be followed, under the pres- 
ent tentative program by actual 
conversion. It is the administra- 
tion’s plan now to trasnform the 
loans into bonds of a negotiable 
character. These would be placed 
in the world market, but the busi- 
ness of absorbing them is expected 
to fall mainly upon the United 
States. The success of the plan will 
depend, in a large degree, upon 
how rapidly the bonds are assimi- 
lated in this country. 

Numerous details remain to be 
worked out, such as the suggestion 
that unpaid interest be added to 
the principal and included in the 
whole sum under negotiation. The 
administration, however, is confi- 
dent the problem can be worked 
out satisfactorily if the treasury de- 
partment receives the necessary 
authority. 


RETAIL FOOD COST 
DECLINES IN MAY 


Washington, June 17.—Retail food 
prices to the average family declin- 
ed 4.8 per cent in May as compared 
with April, while wholesale food 
priced dropped 5 3-4 per cent in 
the same period, according to sta- 
tistics made public todav by the 
department of labor. General whole- 
sale prices including farm products, 
food, building materials, metals, 
house furnishings and miscellane- 
ous commodities declined approxi- 
mately 2 per cent during the month. 

The decline from the peak prices 
of May, 1919, amounted to 33 per 
eent in retail food prices and 44 1-4 
ner cent in general wholesale prices. 
The drop in wholesale prices in- 
cludes a 53 1-2 per cent decline in 
manufactured food products and a 
52 per cent reduction in the prices 
of farm products, the statement said. 

The average family expenditure 
for food decreased from April 15, 
1921, to May 15, 1921, in all of the 
| cities from which monthly prices 
are secured, the report said. 

“The greatest decrease, 8 per cent, 
was shown in Milwaukee and St. 
Paul. In Chicago, Houston and Phil- 
adelphia the decrease was 6 per 
eent. In Jacksonville, Kansas City. 
Louisville. Memphis, Mobile and 
Washington, D. C.. the decrease was 
5 per cent. In Atlanta. Charleston, 
S. C.. Dallas, Little Rock, New York. 
Norfolk and St. Louis, the decrease 
was 4 per cent. In Boston. Rich- 
mond and San Francisco, the de- 
crease was 3 per cent.

Davidson surrendered late this 
afternoon. The shooting of Camp- 
bell, Davidson {s quoted as having 
told the police, was in self-defense 
and the killing of Mrs. Campbell 
was accidental.

‘Cala Confesses 
' To Mardering 
Daniel Kaber 


Was Promised, But Failed to 
Receive, $5,000 for Job, 
He Tells Officers. 


Buffalo, N. Y., June 17.—Salvatore 
Cala, an Italian, 31, has made a 
written confession which is now in 
the hands_of the district attorney, 
that he and another Italidn murder- 
ed Daniel Kaber, wealthy Cleveland 
publisher, by stabbing him in his 


" 


bed. 

The confession of Cala, made Fri- 
;day, comes as a climax to a long 
series of sensations which have de- 
veloped in the now famous case and 
which have resulted j the arrest 
and indictment of KaBer’s widow, 
daughter and two other women. 

Cala’s confession is twelve pages 
in length. A telegram from Cleve- 
land to ghe authorities here says 
Cala is the man they have been 
looking for. Extradition papers are 
being made out. 

Cala -declares he has not seen his 
partner in the crime for fifteen 
months. 

Cala declares that he was to have 
received $5,000 for slaying Kaber, 
but that he never received a cent. 
The Italian came to Buffalo last 
Sunday night and has been working 
on a farm at Eden, near here. Joseph 
Giglia became suspicious and asked 
Cala why he was there, when he de- 
clared he had a wife and family in 
Cleveland. It was then he first de- 
clared that he was wanted in Cleve- 
land in connection with the Kaber 
murder. 

District Attorney Moore was noti- 
fied as to Cala’s statements and, ac- 
companied by deputies, went to the 
farm. Cala attempted to flee. He 
ran under a barbed wire fence, but 
on being covered with revolvers, 
surrendered. 

Cala’s written confession declares 
that Emma Colavito, a mtdwife, 
promised him that he would receive 
$5,000 if he would kill Kaber. He 
declares the midwife attempted to 
poison Kaber before the publisher 
was actually killed, but failed. 

On the night of the slaying, Cala 
declares, the door to the Kaber 
house was open, and he walked in, 
accompanied by Victoria Pisselli. 

Cala said he heard women’s voices. 
They went straight to Kaber’s room, 
and while Cala held the publisher, 
Pisselli stabbed him twenty or thir- 
ty times. Kaber struggled. and 
fought back ag best he could, the 
lalian declares. 

Cala’s statement declares he met 
Mrs. Kaber throughyEmma Colavito, 
and asserts he was shown through 
the house prior to the night of the 
killing so that he would know all 
the arrangements, On the night of 
the murder he says he was told, 
“now is the time.’ 

Cala was dressed in rough farm 
clothes when captured. He has a 
ep scar on the right side of his 
chin. 


Cleveland, June 17.—Claiming to 
have been inSane at the time of the 
murder of her husband, Daniel Ka- 
ber, bv hired assassins two years 
azo, Mrs. Eva Catherine Kaber is 
expected to demand dismissal of the 
murder indictment against her, as 
the safest way out of the tangle 
which has @¢nmeshed also her mother, 
her daughter and another woman in 
charges of murder in the first de- 
gree, 

Mrs. Kaber must go to trial on 
June 28. Her request for a post- 
nonement was dismissed by Judge 
Bernon Friday.

But whether this was 
to inform the guide that he was 
the father of a boy or merely that 
a boy had been born to his employ- 
ers, is the matter that is being 
fought bitterly neferee Glea- 
sons improvised courtroom here, 
where the sensational divorce case 
of the banker, James A, Stillman, 
against his wife, is being heard. 

Mrs. Stillman’s counsel came back 
quickly with a defense when Mrs. 
Mary Olive Gilligan, a 
nurse, told of the picturesque més- 
Sage to the guide, dispatched at 
Mrs. Stillman’s request just after 
baby Guy’s birth. Certainly the tel- 
egram was sent. but it was quite 
an innocent message—so innocent 
that Mrs. Stillman’s more mature 
children, Anne and Buddy, both 
knew about it. 

Other Children Knew. 

“Little Black Bear arrived,” was 
just a pretty way of telling the 
taithful friend and pxuide that he 
now had a new little protege to 
teach the lessons of woodecraft, 
which he had been teaching the 
Other children. This was the line 
of defense taken by Mrs. Stillman’s 
lawyer. It had been agreed during 
the summer in the woods of Can- 
ada that Mrs. Stillman was to notify 
the guide when the baby arrived, 
saying “Little Black Bear arrived,” 
if it were a boy, “Little White Bear 
arrived,” had the child been a girl. 
Mrs, Stillman had discussed with 
Anne and Buddy, according to her 
attorneys, the impending arrival of 
another baby and it was no secret 
to the faithful Beauvias, either. 

Mrs. Gilligan was the surprise wit. 
ness whom the lawyers for Still- 
man had been keeping under cover. 
She went to a hotel directly after 
the hearing and refused to discuss 
her knowledge of the case with 
anyone but the lawyers who had in- 
troduced her. 

Mrs. Galligan said Stillman did 
not come near his wife on Novem- 
ber 7, the day Guy was born, but 
did visit the hospital on November 
8, 9,,10 and 11. After Mrs. Still- 
man left the hospital Mrs. Galligan 
accompanied her to her luxurious 
home to continue her dutfes as 
nurse, remaining for two months, 
Stillman, the witness said, saw his 
wife and baby frequently, lived at 
home and comported himself in a 
‘normal manner.” 

Osteopath Grilled. 

Mrs. Galligan did not recall the 
incident of Stillman’s. giving his 
wife a ring for a Christmas pres- 
ent in 1918, but she did recollect 
his giving her a painting by Max- 
field Parrish, called “Springtime.” 

Dr. Hugh Russell, the osteopath, 
of Buftalo, N. Y., who previously 
had testified that Mrs, Stillman con- 
fessed to him that Beauvais waA the 
father of Guy, had an uncomfoftable 
day on the stand under examination 
by Mrs. Stillman’s attorneys, Seven 
letters stolen from Mrs, Stillman, he 
identified as being the handwriting 
of ‘Beauvais. Russell said, he at- 
tended Stillman at Pleasantville, 
N. Y., on January 6 and January 27, 
1918, and found the Stillmans living 
together. Mrs. Stillman’s counsels 
are trying to prove that Stillman 
lived with her within nine months 
of Guy’s birth, by Russell's admis- 
sion that they now have the Still- 
mans living together 10 days before 
that time. 

All of Russell’s testimony is un- 
der protest as a betrayal of privi- 
leged confidences. The objections 
are under advisement.

The secretary intends, 
he stated, to utilize the “excellent 
qualities” of both officers, but 
“holds General Menoher responsible 
for the entire conduct of the air 
service.’’\ 

Meantime, new trouble for avia- 
tion threatened in congress when 
Senator Borah introduced ,a resolu- 
tion providing for the abolition of 
the national advisory committee for 
aeronautics. The avowed reason 
was economy. The real reason is 
the belief that there is too much 
control of both army and navy avia- 
tion by civilians and by non-fliers, 
The resolution is not as ,harmless 
as it looks; it may develop a strug- 
gle between some of the practical 
aviation officers and their superidédrs 
and the civilians interested in fly- 
ing. 

The advisory committee was form- 
ed in 1915. It consists of two offi- 
cers of the army, two of the navy, 
representatives of the Smithsonian 
institution, the weather bureau and 
the bureau of standards and five 
civilians. It collects and studies in- 
formation of aviation, and is at the 
service of the departments and con- 
gress, One of the civilian mem- 
bers ig Orville Wright, Dayton in- 
ventor. 


Rush for Barrels 
Averted by Votes 
At Labor Meeting 


Denver, Colo., June 17.—Efforts 
to unseat all male delegates who 
did not wear a union label on all 
articles ot wearing apparel were 
defeated by an overwhelming vote 
today in the annual convention of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

The debate on the proposal was 
long and stormy. Members of the 
union label committee contended 
that such a resolution could not be 
enforced, as the federation was a 
voluntary organization. Delega- 
gates of the tailors’ union argued 
for an anteroom examination, 
where delegates would be inspected 
before they could enter the conven- 
tion hall. 

“If non-union garments were re- 
moved from delegates, there 
wouldn't be enough barrels in town 
to clothe them in decency,’ John 
Manning, secretary of the Union 
Label league, declared. 

The resolution was declared by 
Benjamin Schle&singer, president of 
the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers, as a discriminaion 
against the women. workers, be- 
cause it did not demand labels on 
the garments of women delegates.
